Many hold that the proper remedy 
Is applications for receivers; that in 
guch cases q uick action can be ob­ 
tained, and that receivers appointed 
hy the courts can immediately

oeed to Improve the properties, issu­

u p a lamb in their hands and ru nning 
off with It. 
(As a fact, they g enerally 
oontent themselv es with ripping the 
beast open to g et at the cu rdled milk 
within.)

Rare ReptHe Found In the Desert By 
a Scientist Who Praises 
the Light Cure. 


White rattlesnakse 
and the light 
cure for diseases are two things new 
to science discov ered by Dr. W. J.

“Tak e six or ten onions, according 
to size, and chop fine, p ut in a large 
sp ider over a hot fire, then add the 
same quantity of ry e meal and vine­ 
gar, enough to form a thick p aste. 
Stir thoroughly , letting it simmer five 
or ten minutes. Then p ut it in a cot­ 
ton bag large enough to cover the 
lungs and ap p ly to the chest as hot as 
the p atient can bear. 
In about ten 
minutes ap p ly another, and thus con­ 
tinue by reheating the p oultices, and 
in a few hours the p atient will be out 
of danger.”

ONLY A MILE LONG. 


Mountain View Tornado Area 
Was Very Small. 


IS ONE HUNDRED YARDS WIDE 


No Damage Done Outside City Limits 
— Three of Thirty Injured 
Will Die. 


Mountain View, O. T., November 6. 
—^At day bres^ Sunday morning, the 
scene of Saturday night’s storm p re­ 
sented a p icture of utter resolation. 
The p athway 
of 
the tornado is 
about one hundred y ards wide and 
only one mile long, but in this area 
the havoc was great. 
The Farmers’ 
gin, with its heavy machinery and 
massive timbers, is a comp lete wreck . 
It was in this 
building 
that J. S. 
Bark ley , emp loy ed as p ack er in the 
gin, was crushed to death. His body 
was found p inioned under the debris 
near the p ress, his head and should­ 
ers crushed into the ground. . 
The Bark ley home, which was near 
the gin, was carried about 200 y ards 
to the Shawl feed y ard, where it was 
drop p ed. 
Mrs. 
Bark ley was found 
infbedded in the mud in the street, 
her head 
and 
face 
covered with 
wounds which will p robably p rove fa­ 
tal. 
The residence of Jesse Morris, near 
the Bark ley home, was 
destroy ed. 
Mrs. Morris and two small children 
were covered by the debris, but were 
unhurt. 
Further to the northeast was the 
Shawl feed y ard, where five horses 
were crushed to death. 
Adjoining the feed y ard was the 
Hulme home, where Mrs. Hulme and 
her brother, Frank Clark , were found 
dead. 
The North 
Side 
hotel, near this 
p oint, is a mass of brok en timbers. 
Directly east, in the edge of town, is 
the wreck of a carriage in which seven 
members of the Hollis family , who 
were Just leaving town, were struck 
by timbers. J. E. Hollis, Joe T. Hollis 
and Ed Hollis and John Gudon were 
severely Injured 
by 
fly ing timbers 
from the gin. Ed Hollis is thought to 
be fatally Injured. 
Portions of the 
sp lintered 
timbers 
p enetrated 
bis 
body . 
The Cok er livery bam. In which 
over twenty horses were stabled, is a 
total wreck . None of the horses was 
k illed. 
The large two-story school house 
was lifted 
straight up 
in the air, 
turned comp letely over and crashed 
down up on the roof Just beside the 
foundation. The Methodist church Is 
also a comp lete wreck . 
The other 
church, which was used as a -school 
building, was totally destroy ed. Many 
residences were unroofed. The sides 
of some houses were crushed in. 
The number of wounded will reach 
thirty , with three cases almost cer­ 
tainly fatal. 
A comp lete list of the 
dead follows:

J. S. Bark ley . 
Mrs. Jennie Hulme. 
Mrs. W. M. Holt and two children. 
Frank Clark . 
No damage was done outside of the 
town.
